El Dorado County’s registration | 
of men 21 to 35 under the Selective 
Service Act of 1940 had climbed to 
1,553 Tuesday morning. : 

Although the registration was 
conducted on Wednesday of last 
week, men are still registering, 
since regulations make it possible 


for men who were ill or who at the 
time of registration were unable to 
get to a registration office, to ex- 
plain the circumstances to the se- | 
lective service board and ask leave 
to register. 

The local Selective Service Board’s 
offices are at Room 1 in the base- 
ment of the postoffice and the 
names of those registered and the 
numbers assigned them are posted 
on a bulletin board in the main of- 
fice floor corridor of the postof- l 
fice.

SACRAMENTO, (1 Selective 
Service officials are not much wor- 
ried about eligible men who failed 
to register last week under the con- 
scription program, They expect 
neighborhood gossip to show up the 
“dodgers.”

"Quake Hits 
Balkans 


BUCHAREST, Rumania, ‘\P)— 
Tens of thousands of men and 
women, frightened by one of the 
most violent earthquake shocks 
in many years, fled from their 
homes today and massed in the 
public. square a radio report pre- 
dicted a second quake. 

It was feared that the quake 
may have done heavy damage 
in the Ploesti oil field area, 
though reports were fragment- 
ary. 

Bucharest suffered some 
damage. Seismologists of the ob- 
servatory said the quake cen- 
tered near Basau, in the Car- 
pathian foot hills of Moldavia 
province, about 100 miles north 
of Bucharest. 

First reports from Basau said 
that numerous persons had been 
injured including school child- 
ren, by falling plaster. The 
prefecture, two churches, a 
chapel and a school were dam- 
aged and the people were panic- 
stricken.

Plans for President Roosevelt to 
draw the first of the 10,00 blue cap-

late yesterday by the White House. 
There was no explanation but it 
was understood that the President 
wanted to follow the precedent set 
during the World War and allow 
Secretary of War Henry L. Stimson 
to draw the first number. Secre- 
tary of War Newton D. Baker had 
that honor in 1917. 

Several other World War prece- 
dents will be followed by conscrip- 
tiun officials in the lottery. The 
major one will be the plan to have 
Col. C. R. Morris, retired, of Eliz- 
abeth, N. J., blindfold Stimson for 
the drawing of the first number. He 
performed that duty in 1917. 

Morris will report to conscription 
headquarters here Sunday and 
bring with him the blindfold he 
used 23 years ago. It is a piece of 
linen from a chair used at the 
signing of the Declaration of In- 
dependence. He also will stir the 
capsules with a ladle which was 
carved from an original beam of 
Independence Hall.

HE presidential campaign, as it

not. And that explains the unusual 
character of the fight that is being 
waged in behalf of Wendell L. Will- 
kie in every state in the union. 
The Willkie Clubs have sprung 
into existence without political 
leadership or party jurisdiction. 
Their millions of members, for the 
most part, are men and women who 
heretofore have taken little part in 
politics. They are made up of inde- 
pendent voters, small businessmen 
and women and young people, They 
fear the effect of a Third Term, 
not because of traditions against ft, 
but because of the deep-seated feel- 
ing that the American principle of 


representative government is in 
danger, 

3ut not even this historic contest 
between Willkie who would pre- 


serve the American principle and 
Roosevelt who regards it as a relic 
of horse and huegy days can sub- 
merge another constant thought 
that is in the mind of every Amert- 
can citizen: “Will America get into 
the war?” 


Abhorrence of war is as deep- 
rooted in American life as the com- 
mon love for liberty. In casting his 
vote on Election Day, each voter is 
going to ask himself which candi- 
date is most likely to avoid war.

Very lefinitely the Americar pub- 
lic has decided that the only real 
security war is in armed 
defense so invincible that no power 
will dare atack us. In

crisis, the people have always been 
moved to rely with hopeful hearts | 
upon their government. Now they 
are sorely perplexed. They have 
questioned little. if any, of the bil- 
lions of dollars that have been ap- 
propriated. They remember that war 


clouds have been hanging heavy on 
the horizon for more than a year. 
They have accepted with traditional 
patriotism a law conscripting their 
young men. Nevertheless, they know 
battles cannot be fought by men 
alone without guns and airplanes. 

Something seems to be wrong at 
Washington. With all appropriations 
available for production, purchase 
and expansion of armaments, prog- 
ress is slow. As late as October Ist, 
it was found that the army and navy 
together have only about 500 planes 
suitable for first-line fighting. The 
remainder are training-ships or air- 
planes of secondary importance. At 
the present rate of progress, some 
reliable sources estimate that we 
will have no more than a thousand 
additional first-line planes by Janu- 
ary Ist, 1942. The Army had as of 
Oct. 1 of this year, onty about 500 
tanks and one half of them are ob- 
solete. It had anti-aircraft guns, 
only one of which is of an approved 
modern type, and that is not enough 
to defend one city. 

Voters, therefore, are asking 
themselves: “Can we trust the pres- 
ent red tape and slow-moving bureau 
control to get action and to get it 
quickly, or, in the light of past 
failures, is not speedy, efficient 
arming by the present administra- 
tion merely a forlorn hope?”

PROGRAM FOR YEAR 1941 


Erosion-protection for 
' gullies, banks and channels, a new 
| practice in the 1941 range conser- 
vation program, should’ enable 


many range operators to prevent 
{severe erosion losses during heavy 
| rains, or even normal losses from 
undercutting of stream banks. = 


streams,] with a preservative and spiked or 
bolted to substantial posts not less 


than five feet apart. 

Logs must be securely fastened 
with spikes or wiring and set be- 
tween a series of vertical posts 


firmly driven or dug into the stream 
channels or base of bank. Space 
behind the structure should be fill- 
ed with rock and brush. 


“Brush and wire must be inter- 
woven and fastened down secure- 
ly enough to prevent possiility of 
washing out. Heavy logs, rocks, posts 
etc., may be used for this purpose. 
Additional information on this 
practice may be secured from the 
county agricultural conservation of- 
fice next to the city hall. 


Methods by which ranchers may 
carry out channel rip-rap as this 
| practice is called, were announced 
today by the county agricultural | 
conservation association, with the 
| suggestion that ranchers should dis- 
cuss their proposed plans with the 
county office before starting any 
work, 

According to the county office, 
channel rip-rap may be used alone 
or in connection with dams. The 
practice should be carried out in the 
‘following manner to qualify for | 
| payment, at the rate of fifty cents 
| per square yard of exposed surface , 
of material used: | 

Rock, planks, brush and wire or 
logs may be used as material in con- 
| structing rip-rapping. When _ using | 
| rock, care should be taken to set! 
| the loose rock well into the bank in | 
an inter-locking manner so as to 
; prevent water from cutting in be-
